WOMAN SHOTINTHE NEW PRORIBITION 


STREETS OF CHINO) ORDINGE SCANNED 


Fearing a possible lynching fol- 
lowing one of the most brutal wife 
murders in San Bernardino County 
in years, Constable W. J. Tebo of 
Chino Saturday evening sent an 
emergency call to the sheriff's office 
requesting that Sheriff W. A. Shay 
come to Chino, where Ramon Mon- 
leon, 42 years old, and a native of 
Spain, was held in jail. The body of 
Mrs. Marie Monleon, 42, his wife, 
and also a native of Spain, was in a 
Chino morgue. She was shot in the 
face twice, one bullet passing 
through her brain, and her body was 
picked up from the middle of a dusty 
Chino street. 

The murder came as a climax to 
a domestic disgagreement which it 
had been planned should culminate 
in a divorce rather than a tragedy. 
The murder was committed at 5:30 
Saturday afternoon in the middle of 
Central avenue, Chino, a_ half-mile 
from the center of the city. Fol- 
lowing a quarrel at the Monleon 
home the wife started to town to 
cause her husband’s arrest, it is 
said, and Monleon followed, over- 
taking her in the street a short dis- 
tance from the home. He is declared 
to have shot twice at close range, 
both bullets passing through her 
head. The woman fell to the street, 
where the body remained until neigh- 
bors picked it up, taking it to the 
home of Dr. Elgar Reed, Chino phy- 
sician, from which place it was re- 
moved to the morgue. 

Friend Arrested 

Monleon was arrested by Consta- 
ble Tebo shortly after the tragedy. 
With the arrival of Sheriff Shay and 
Deputies Ernest Leffen and Jesus 
Amerias, Jose Lepez, declared to 
have been the cause of the Monleon 
domestic troubles, was also placed 
under arrest. Lopez will be held for 
investigation. Both men were taken 
to the county jail. 

The dead woman leaves four chil- 
dren, all girls, the oldest being 13. 
They saw their mother shot. 

Lopez, who is declared by Monleon 
to be the cause of his domestic 
difficulties, has been known to the 
family for two yea I

lieving his wife to be too friendly 
with Lopez, he -ordered her, when 
he left, to have nothing more to do 
with the man and not to have him 
about the house, Monleon says. The 
husband returned to Chino Saturday. 
He immediately became suspicious 
that all was not well in his house- 
hold and blamed Lopez. 
Seeks Divorce 

His suspicion precipitated a dis- 
pute with his wife and resulted in 
both going to the office of A. O. 
Dillon, Chino attorney, to make ar- 


rangements for a divorce, the un- 
derstanding being that Mrs. Mon- 
leon would marry Lopez. A _ dis- 


agreement over a division of prop- 
erty prevented the perfection of di- 
vorce plans and the two left the 
attorney’s office with the understand- 
ing that they would return later. At 
4 o’clock Monleon returned to Dil- 
lon’s office, requesting that the at- 
torney attempt to make an immedi- 
ate sale of his property, consisting 
of his home and an acre of land. 
Monleon returned home and is de- 
eclared to have attacked his wife, 


She ran from the house and Mon- 
leon followed her to the yard, where 
he is alleged to have continued his 
attack upon her person. Jean Juare- 
guy, a neighbor, parted them and 
Mrs. Lonleon started to run toward 
Chino. Monleon again followed, ac- 
cording to witnesses, overtook her 
and killed her.

Study of the proposed new prohibi- 
tion ordinance for San Bernardino 
County was taken up by the Board 
of Supervisors yesterday, but no ac- 
tion is due for a week or more. Dis- 
trict Attorney T. W. Duckworth de- 
sires information as to whether the 
{‘wets” are to file a referendum, pe- 
tition to hold up the prohibition law 
adopted by the recent Legislature 
putting the enforcement of the Vol- 
stead act into the hands of State 
and county officers. 

Several changes are to bagmade by 
Mr. Duckworth before the ordinance 
is in the shape he desires it, and 
the supervisors are now going over 
the tentative draft to determine if 


there is anything in it tney will op- 
pose. 
The supervisors have apparently 


come to the conclusion the measure 
should be no more far-reaching than 
the Volstead act. Mr. Duckworth 
says the measure will not and can 
not exceed the scope of the Volstead 
act. 

Notations for one or two incidental 
changes have been made by the su- 
pervisors. One clause provides for 
the ‘punishment of a property owner 
if he has “knowledge or reason to 
believe” liquor is being illegally han- 
dled on his premises. The _ super- 
visors prefer this should read 
“knowledge or notice.” 

The penalty for violation is a 
maximum of $1000 or six months in 
jail, or both, and a clause for pun- 
ishment of a second offense provides 
for a minimum fine of $100 and one 
month in prison. The supervisors 
may place the entire discretion of 
jail sentences in the hands of the 
court.

Stores which have been 
furnishing indigents regular supplies 
have dropped into the habit of bill- 
ing in a lump sum. The supervisors 
want to know what they are charg- 
ing per pound for various staple ar- 
ticles. 

Buy Jail Lot 

After having for years paid rent 
at the rate of $2.50 a year for the 
lot on which stands the Daggett jail, 
the supervisors yesterday decided to 
buy the lot for $25. The Santa Fe 
owns the property.

N A Western city a branch of 
the W. C. T. U. recently took 
a new pledge, signed by all of

It certainly is an excellent pledge. 
Temperance in idle personal talk is 
greatly needed today. Although wom- 
en are supposed to hold all the rec- 
ords for this sort of thing, men, too, 
could take a similar pledge. For 
general human requirements, it ought 
to be changed to read: 

“We pledge ourselves not to 
repeat an ill story about ANY 





ONE.” 
There is an interest in the affairs 
of others which is normal and 


friendly. To wish to rejoice in an- 
other’s pleasure or good fortune or 
to share in his sorrow is natural 
and human. But over-indulgence in 
this interest, like any other over- 
indulgence, too frequently leads to 
serious trouble. Exaggeration and 
malice creep. in; the wrong thing is 
emphasized or a falsehood is told, 
and the ball of evil gossip is started 
rolling. A good test for personal 
talk is to answer these questions 
about it to oneself. Is it true? Is it 
kind? Unless it is, it should remain 
untold. 

A’ phase of malicious gossip which 
is frequently overlooked is the in- 
jury it does to the one who utters it. 
The person gossiped about, if con- 
scious of the falsity of the gossip 
and of his own integrity and _ self- 
respect, may rise above the rumors 


and refute them with dignity and 
cheerfulness. But the gossiper, 
whether the tale be true or false, 


lowers his own self-respect, eheap- 
ens himself in the eyes of all decent 
observers, makes himself the target 
for similar shots and loses some of 
the fineness of character which 
counts most in all human relation- 
ships. 

God deliver us from all species of 
gossipers—male and female!

It is proposed to plant 4,000,000 
trees of types recommended by the 
forestry bureau and set out in ac- 
cordance with the advice of the bu- 
reau. To each tree will be affixed 
a plate bearing the name and mili- 
tary record of an ex-service man or 
woman. 

The Lincoln and Dixie highways 
would be the first to be so treated, 
according to the present plan. Ultt- 
mately it is hoped to honor every 
veteran of the world war with a tree,

“\IGURES showing the number of 


immigrants who can be ad- 

mitted to this country during 
the fiscal year beginning July 1 
under the Dillingham percentage im- 
migration law have been announced 
by W. W. Husband, Commissioner 
of Immigration. 

The list is complete, it is stated, 
with the exception of figures for 
Turkey and Southern Asia. 

Under the law 77,206 immigrants 
will be allowed to enter from the 
United Kingdom during the fiscal 
year; from Norway, 12,116; Sweden, 
19,956; Denmark, 5,644; the Nether- 
lands, 3,602; Belgium, 1,557; Luxem- 
burg, 92; France, 5,692; Switzerland, 
3,745; Germany, 68,039; Danzig, 285; 
Finland, 3,890; Africa, 120; Portu- 
gal, 2,269; Spain, 663; Italy, 42,021; 
Russia, 34,247; Austria, 7,544; Hun- 
gary, 5,635; Roumania, 7,414; Bul- 
garia, 301; Greece, 3,286; Czecho- 
Slovakia, 14,269; Jugoslavia, 6,405; 
Albania, 287; Fiume, 71; Poland, with 
Western Galicia, 25,800; Eastern Ga- 
licia, 5,781; Australia, 271, and New 
Zealand, 50.

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EXPLAINS JUNE DROP 


June drop was explained by R. L. 





Hodgson, Los Angeles County farm 
advisor, in an address recently, and 


a possible remedy was prescribed. 


Hodgson, one of the best known au- 


thorities on cftriculture m Southern 
California, recommended sub-soiling 
and Summer cover cropping as likely 
to overcome the June crop. He said: 

“It being recognized that the June 
drop was the cause of considerable 
loss of citrus growers, it was deemed 
advisable to.determine its cause, if 
possible. Several theories had been 
advanced, the two most plausible of 
which were; that it was due to some 
climatic conditions and that it was 
due to a fungus growth. 

“Accordingly, these two were in- 
vestigated first. To determine if 
any fungus growth was the cause, 
cultures were taken from the fruits 
which had dropped or were about to 
drop. These cultures were taken 
from orchards all over the State. 
The surprising result was that in 95 
per cent of the cases a certain bac- 
teria, alternarius citri, was found. 
Hence it was thought that the cause 
was already discovered. But the 
next year the same experiments were 
carried on, and strange to say, only 
a very small percentage of the ‘June 
drop’ fruits showed alternarius citri. 
Hence this was not the only cause, 
though it seemed to be a partial one. 

“To determine what, if anything, 
climatic conditions had to do with 
it, a section where ‘June drop’ was 
most prevalent and where the yield 
was the smallest of any in the State 
was selected. orchard 
of 600 acres about six miles from 
Bakersfield. Here was an_ orchard 
eight years old, which had never pro- 
duced a commercial crop. The cli- 
matic conditions were here extreme. 
By experiment it was found that the 
moisture content of the air was very 
low, so much so that about 10 o'clock 
each day the trees were unable to 
draw as much moisture from .the 
ground aS was evaporated by the 
leaves. 

“By a series of experiments it was 
found that when this took place the 
leaves began to. draw moisture from 
the fruits, these being the non-es- 
sential part of the plant. During the 
night the fruits regained a part, at 
least, of their moisture. Hence they 
acted as reservoirs of water for the 
leaves. But this process of alter- 
nately becoming dry soon weakened 
the fruit, and it dropped off. These 
experiments were repeated with the 
same results. 

“But this did not prove the theory. 
To do so, fruit must be caused to 
set in this same orchard by raising 
the moisture content of the air so 
that this alternating drying did not 
take place. Accordingly, a tract of 
40 acres in this same orchard was 
selected and alfalfa planted between 
the trees. Accurate moisture read- 
ings were taken, outside the orchard, 
in the clean cultivated portion of the 
orchar, and in the orchard where 
the alfalfa was growing. These read- 
ings showed that the moisture con- 
tent of the air was so altered that 
there was as much difference be- 
tween the outside air and the alfalfa 
planted portion of the 
there is between Tucson, 
Tampa, Fla. 

“And all this in a distance of half 
a mile. The results of this experi- 
ment were very striking. While the 
clean cultivated portion of the orch- 
ard still continued to have June drop 
and little fruit, the alfalfa planted 
portion produeed a heavy crop. The 
next year’ several areas in this orch- 
ard were planted to alfalfa, with the 
result that an inerease of from 300 
to 2000 per cent yield was recorded. 
The following year the whole 600 
acres were planted to alfalfa, which 
resulted in increasing the crop of the 
previous year by 300 per cent. The 
fourth year’s yield was twice that of 
the third. So the fact was definitely 
established that June drop was _ pri- 
marily due to climatic conditions, 
and that it could be controlled by in- 
creasing the moisture content of *the 
air by use of a Summer cover crop. 

“This Summer cover crop must be 
one that will cover the ground early 
in the Spring. As yet an entirely 
satisfactory one has not been found. 
One crop will do for one section, but 
not for another. Alfalfa is very sat- 
isfactory where there is good drain- 
age and plenty of water. There is 
row being developed a new annual 
white clover which gives promise of 
being an ideal Summer cover crop, 
requiring less water than alfalfa. 

“For your peculiar soil conditions 
sub-soiling is a very effective aid 1n 
the prevention of June drop. This 
acts by breaking up water pockets 
and allowing drainage, thereby pre- 
venting water logging and the con- 
sequent cooling of the ground. Thus 
the trees are enabled to start growth 
early and store up considerable food 
before the strain of the young fruits 
was put upon them.”

| of the opinion that it is not in their 
‘power to prevent shipments through 
| the canal; that such an agreement, 
| if entered into, would be against 
| public policy in that it would result 
lin the suppression of competition, 
and that since no such condition has 
been attached to any other rate re- 
ductions, this proposal is discrim- 
inatory against the citrus industry, 
which should always be free to reap 
; the benefits of lower transportation 
costs via the canal. 

“The directors were unanimously 
of the opinion that consent should 
inot be given by the industry to an 
inerease in carload weights, in view 
of the voluntary co-operation of the 
industry with the Government anda 
the railroads since the beginning of 
the war in loading the cars to or 
beyond the limit of safety in order 
to conserve ‘the car supply so that 
war materials could be moved to 
the seaboard. 

“In extending this voluntary co- 
operation, which added $100 to the 
|gross earnings per car, while the 
proposed reduction amounts to only 
$72 per car, the industry has always 
expected, as a matter of equity, that 
the lines would give consideration 
to the heavier loading in the read- 
justment of the rates. No such con- 
sideration appears to have been 
given. Compared with other rates, 
the reduction does not give consid- 
eration to the citrus industry for 
the volume of its tonnage, the regu- 
larity of its movement, and its heavy 
loading of cars.” 

A committee was appointed to con- 
fer again with representatives of the 
railroads to request greater reduc- 
tions, these to be considered as a 
“temporary rate, subject to a fur- 
ther reduction at such times as the 
finances of the railroad lines that 
handle the citrus fruit traffic permit. 
and that any reduction be made im- 
mediately effective.”

Human Heart Has Capacity Which All 
Modern Ingenuity Has Found It 
Impossible to Outdo. 

The pulse of the great Napoleon ts 

said to have made only fifty beats a 
: minute. Eighty is not an unusua! 
number. 

But, supposing the case of a heart 
that beats 75 times a minute, expel- 
ling ten cubic inches of blood at each 
“stroke,” it is apparent that the little 
pump delivers 45 cubic inches in one 
hour, over 1,000,000 cubic inches in a 
day, or (as may be easily reckoned) 
about 7,000 tons of vital fluid in a 
twelvemonth. 

In figuring this out, the Scientific 
American calls attention to the fact 
that a human heart has four compart- 
ments—two auricles and two ventri- 
cles. The auricles are merely reser- 
voirs. The energy developed by the 
pump Is furnished by the right and left 
ventricles—the right one sending im- 
pure blood to the lungs and the left 
one forcing the purified blood into cir- 
culation. e 

The left ventricle alone uses in a 
day enough energy to raise one ton 90 
feet. 

All the blood pumped by one heart 
engine in one year would suflice to fill 
a tank 61 feet long, 61 feet wide and 
61 feet high. Or, if the tank were 
cylindrical and 50 feet in diameter, it 
would have to be 115 feet high in or- 
der to hold the 1,700,000 gallons 
pumped by a single heart in the course 
of a twelvemonth. « 





ARAB HORSE EASILY LEADER 


Fineat Specimens of the Race, of Which 
the United States Has the Best, 


Is AbUNgaNy Proof.

The tradition ascribing to the Arab 
horse extraordmary endurance is sus- 
tained by abundant evidence. As {illus- 
tration, a 300-mile test was made 
in 1919 from Fort Kthan Allan, Ver- 
mont, to Camp Devens, Massachusetts, 
and the first horse to finish was a 
pure-bred Arab ‘mare named Ramla, 
which made the distance in 57 hours 
26 minutes and 80 seconds; the ani- 


mal placed second was Kingfisher, 
three-fourths Arab and _ one-fourth 
thoroughbred. The animal that fin- 


ished third in the endurance test was 
also a pure-bred Arab mare, and the 
one to finish fourth was a_ three. 
fourths grade Arab, the dam of King- 
fisher. 

In the army tests of 1920 the Arabs 
again made a remarkable showing. 

H. K. Bush-Brown, who presented 
the case for the Arab in the Journal 
of Heredity, offers an explanation of 
the extraordinary endurance of ani- 
mals of this breed, based in purt o1 
the fact that the Arab has only five 














| lumbar vertebrae (between the ribs 
| and the pelvis), while all other fam- 
flies of horses have six. This diifer- 
ence in structure is believed to ex- 
plain why the Arab, though small, can 
carry great weight. The anomaly il- 
lustrates the reiation between strue- 
ture and function.—Hearst's Interna- 
tional. 


MORE THAN MERE BUSINESS 


Modern Railroading Has Been Lifted 
to.a Sphere Little Short of the 
Miraculous. 

A cycle of ‘railroad history has re- 
volved before our very eyes. Three 
epochal golden spikes (at least) have 
been hammered in by (at least) three 
gilded sledges—and all within the span 

of a little more than half a century. 





What is probably to be the last great | 
“trunk railroad” in North America is | 


being built by the United States in 
Alaska. This “government railway” 
had its first spike, a gold one, sledged 
on April 29, 1917, by Martha White. 

Another gold spike was driven on 
that Momentous day, May 10, 1869, 
near Ogden, Utah, when the transcon- 
tinental Union Pacific line was com- 
pleted, uniting beyond question of 
chance the fortunes of the Atlantic 
and Pacific sides of the republic. 

The gold spike custom (or babit as 
{t came to be with the irrepressible 
builders of the continent) began in 
1852 to assume significance. For upon 
Christmas eve, not only the nation’s 
but the world’s first “trunk line” was 
completed at a little forgotten hamlet 
near Wheeling, W. Va., Roseby’s Rock. 

The romance of railroads! Who 
that lies him down to slumber in New 
York intending and expecting to arise 
refreshed in Chicago, can dare affirm 
that railroading is a business, a com- 
mercial enterprise! It is, rather, a 
miracle ati Afladinie phantasy !--

Saccharin Discovered by Accident, 

Saccharin, 500 times as sweet as 
sugar, and much In demand during 
the war, was discovered, according to 
the Basler Nachrichten, by an in- 
structor in Johns Hopkins university. 
The story runs as follows: 

In the summer of 1878 the discov- 
erer, ©. Fahltberg by name, was try- 
ing to restore certain organic bodies. 
At the dinner table at the close of a 
busy day he noticed that a piece of 
bread tasted uncommonly sweet. It 
occurred to him at that the 
sweetness came from his hands, 
though he had carefully washed them 
before sitting down to eat. He hur- 
ried back to his laboratory and tasted 
all the glasses he had used in his ex 
periments, One of them he = found 
exceptionally sweet. He analyzed the 
remaining drops and found that they 
were a derivative of benzol. In 1884 
he set up an experimental factory for 
the manufacturing of saccharin in 
New York.

Baskerville, the Birmingham print- 
er, became interested in the process 
in 1745 and laid the foundation for 
what later became a great industry. 
After a while the Germans again 
took it up and until about twenty-five 
years ago had a virtual monopoly of 
It. Then England and America at- 
tacked the problem in earnest and 
have since made milions out of It.

In Brazil lives a wasp which pro- 
duces red honey, which Is described as 
polsonous. Aiso tn Brazil there is a 
Stingless bee whose honey ts sour if

Through Her Events | 


Five men were arraigned before 
Judge George R. Holbrook yesterday 
afternoon at the Ontario city hall 
following their arrest on bootlegging 
charges, two of the men _. being 
charged. with violation of the city 
dry ordinance and three with break- 
ing the county lUquor law. Earl 
(“Pooch”) Bybee, well known cafe 
proprietor and baseball club mana- 
ger, and R. J. McDonald, a chef em- 
ployed by him at 123 Bast A 
street, were arrested by local offi- 
cers on the eve of théir departure for 
Huntington Beach, where Mr. Bybee 
plans to open another restaurant. 
Following their arraignment .they 
were released on payment of $300 
bail each. Juan Mani, age 29, and 
Louis Moralez, 38, both Mexicans, 
were arrested by Special Officer 
Charles Ward of the district attor- 
ney’s office, assisted by Ontario of- 
ficers, the former charged with con- 
ducting a place where liquof” was 
sold and the latter with selling it. 
The establishment which was raided 
yesterday afternoon is located in the 
Rochester section to the east. The 
two were turned over to the sheriff 
in lieu of $500 bail each. Tom Parks, 
an Ontario negro, charged with dis- 
tributing liquor, which he secured 
at the Rochester establishment, was 
also held for lack of bail. The hear- 
ing dates of none of the alleged 
bootleggers have been set as yet. 

Ontario police were last evening 
asked to join in the search for 
Ursula Steinhilber, aged 18, who dis- 
appeared mysteriously Sunday night 
from the ranch home of her father, 
Cc. J. Steinhilber, between Ontario 
and Pomona, following a quarrel with 
her fiance, Edgar Pierson, who is 
employed as a meat cutter in a San 
Bernardino market. Pierson yester- 
day denied any knowledge of the 
girl's whéreabouts. The two spent 
Sunday in Los Angeles together, and 
upon their return to the ranch 
home are reported to have quar- 
reled violently, following which the 
young man departed. Miss Steinhil- 
ber went to her room, supposedly 
to retire, but it was discovered 
yesterday morning that after taking 
down her hair and turning down 
her bed, which had not been oc- 
cupied, she had fled by way of the 
window. Hairpins taken from her 
coiffure were found lying on_ the 
dresser, as were also the eye-glasses 
which she habitually wore. She was 
dressed in a blue silk dress, and is 
believed to have been without hat or 
coat. She is described as a decided 
blonde, weighing 130 pounds and 5 
feet 4 inches in height.
